The flowering season on 
these if planted in May should, with suitable culture, extend from late June until 
frost. Shipping season on these will be from now until the end of July; or until stock 
becomes exhausted.

While we have been shipping this material for many years, 1948 was our first 

season of shipping on a national scale. We were hesitant to extend shipping opera- 
tions beyond 1500 miles from the gardens but with the development of advanced 
packing methods we have been able to ship to East Coast points with reports of 
perfect arrival. One gardener in Rochester, N. Y. reported “had I not known this 
shipment had been on the way for six days I would have ‘thought it had been packed 
the morning it arrived.’ We feel that experience gained in shipping more than 1500 
of these orders last year indicates they will arrive as safely as any other plants 
commonly delivered by mail.
